COLLISION ON THE YANGTSZE. 


Tn benutifully leet io mocnlight the steamer 
Teh Hing (Capt. Daly) of the hao 
SN. Co.,/and the C.MS.N. 6, ung- 
Ping (Capt., Roas) collided while well out 
in the channel of the Yangtaze on the 
Mth inst. The Teh Hsing was proceed-_
